NEW YORK, Feb. 6—The cold 
water along the Atlantic seaboard last 
night held twenty-eight missing men 
supposedly thrown to watery graves by 
a ship collision and a terrific gale that | 
caused a tug to founder and sink 

Twenty-one of the missing were 
members of the crew of the schooner 
Eleanor Nickerson, which sank after a 
collision with the steamer Jean Jadot 
350 miles east of Halifax, N.S. 

The other seven were aboard the, 
tug, Lonnie B. Shaw, when it was seen 
to sink stern first off McCrea Shoal 
at the entrance to the Delaware 
breakwater, when high seas swamped 
her last night. 
| Details of neither accident were 
available. The Jean Jadot reported by 
radio to the Lloyd Royal Belgian line 
here merely that six members of the 
Eleanor Nickerson were rescued and it 
made a futile search for the other 21 
members: 9 of the crew.

The first s* nptoms are those of 
coughing and failing health, and, if 
this beg ns to occur, it would be best 
for you to change your occupation. 
Much of the dust. will be gradually 
climinated throuch expectoration, 
however, a balanced diet, plenty of 
exercise and fresh air after working 
hoars will assist in keeping you in 


good condition. 


Starches and Meats 
Question: Mrs. Nora G. writes: “T 
; you say not to mix starch- 
If this is so, when 
should one eat potato’s? I notice you 
say not with meats. Do eggs £9 well 
with potatoes and bread?” 

Answer: When us'ng potatoes or 
other starchy foods, it is well to make 
them the main food of the meal, using 
in addit’on .arious of the non-starchy 
vegetables or with Melba toast and 
stewed fruit as I often recommend for 


breakfost. If bread or other cereals 
are used, they should also be the 
princ'nal part of the meal with three 
or four slices in combination with the 
cooked and raw non-starchy vege- 
tables. One in good health may oeccas- 
lonally cat potatoes with meat, which, 
although not the best combination, 
combines more readily than cerea!s 
and meat since potatoes are less than 
one-third as starchy as the average 
cereal,
